Monte Bianco and Gran San Bernar- 
do), and Aosta, our C— $539— Versail- 
les Louvres, Munich, Oberammergair 
(Con’t. on Page 4 Col.5)

This is not a snappy editorial. So don’t be surprised if after reading 
it you aren’t all-palpitating. Snappy editorials are to make unimportant 
things seem important — like the values inherent in tables with legs on top, 
or in raising invisible fish that eat from' the inside out, or in rallying peo- 
ple to the defense of the Lost Cause Apathetic Association. Such an edi- 
torial would be better off unwritten. 

But here’s something that IS important. And it’s important enough 
to mean the life of your soul. Again, I’m not trying to be dramatic or 
sensational. It’s just a simple statement, “simple” because it’s of our very 
nature which is simple by being created for one end. And it’s concerning 
a “statement” made by our Holy Father. 

He requested that during the Holy Year Catholics increase their ef- 
forts in penance and prayer. This means intensifying their spiritual life 
and leading others to a realization of its importance. And that’s a com- 
mand performance, coming from the Pope. 

So why excuse ourselves? Or choose a half-hearted, at times sweet- 
ly sentimental reparation? Why not pray with our whole being? — live 
with our whcle being? That’s what we were made for. 

And as for penance, why not aim for some of the nice things of life? 
Why not do a little social action on something we may now) find nice and 
repulsive? Often things are repulsive to us when we’re standing far away, 
a little afraid, and dreaming of an intangible thing called “security,” other- 
wise known as pride. 

We’ve had warnings enough from our Blessed Mother at her appari- 
tions that we must return to God. But how far must we return? To a 
shivering toe-contact with the waters of grace? Or to a joyful submergence 
through penance and prayer into its glorious envelopment? 

Holy Year in itself is a terrific opportunity for reparation. But now 
we have Lent on top of it. So let’s pray with all our body and soul and 
relish the nice things of life.

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Who says money grows on trees? You would really have to 
search to find anyone who thinks so today — but there probably 
was someone who thought that it did. The fact that we do not is 
only one more proof that there is nothing like a college education. 

Of course money does not grow on trees! But what about 
this idea that some of us seem to have. Is it true that on some 
sunny morning we are going to wake up and find ourselves cover- 
ed with dollar bills? It is true that to get the money for the 
Overseas Service Program’s vitally necessary relief work we do 
not have to do a lot of work — just get in a few more hours of sleep? 

Money does not grow on trees, and no one is going to shower 
us with it. According to the most recent surveys, money comes 
into the hands of those who work for it. 

And where do we stand today? Perhaps this little story will 
give you an idea. 

The office of the Overseas Service Program recently received 
a request from the University of Tubingn in the French zone of 
Germany for 3,000 Dutch marks, the equivalent of $800, to re- 
build the Catholic Student Center in that city. If we give them 
the money, the city itself will match our grant with one of 5,000 
marks, the amount necessary to complete the repair work. An 
excellent opportunity but not for us — because we do not have the 
money. By last year this time, according to a survey ending Janu- 
ary 13, 1950, the OSP had raised $21,440 ; this year by that date 
$3,300 has been raised. 

We have the request on the one hand (one among many) and 
on the other we have but $3,300 to work with. We can not af- 
ford to spend such a large part of our total resources for one pro- 
ject and leave ourselves with so small an emergency fund. One 
case among many — and what are we to do? Ignore all of them, 
ignore the pleading voice of Christ, ignore our destitute brethren ? 

.The good that we can accomplish for the children of Christ, 
for the universal Church, depends upon you. If you strive mighti- 
ly, we can not fail. Let us all work together that the card party 
tonight and the carnival and dance tomorrow evening will be the 
great success we want it to be. Barbara' Riley

Just a simple question, and what 
a scoop! It was just another way 
of saying “good morning” when I 
asked Ximena about her wider than 
usual Pepsodent smile, but this is 
what happened. 

Ximena Cordovez, South Ameri- 
can Junior front Quito, Ecuador, be- 
gan her story of the home-town girl 
who made good, of Mariana de 
Jesus, who is to become a canonized 
saint this year. 

“I am very proud of my city, 
Quito, the capital of Ecuador,” 
Ximena says. “It is one of the most 
Catholic cities in the whole world. 

“We have had many martyrs who 
shed their blood for the love of God. 
One of them was Mariana: de Jesus, 
known as “Xzucena de Quito.” She 
will be canonized this Holy Year. 
It’s really a great happiness to 
know that the Ecuadorians and in 
particular, the citizens of Quito are 
going to have their own saint.” 

Ximena Will tell you that Mari- 
ana was a charming conversational- 
ist, gracious in all her ways, very 
attractive, never affected or preten- 
tious. 

“She was an, orphan, and hen sis- 
ter reared her. Like the Little Flow- 
er, Mariana since her childhood did 
think of nothing else but to serve 
and to love God. 

“She belonged to a very noble and 
wealthy family. Though she could 
have had anything she wanted, she 
was humble and lived simply. 

“She had a wooden bed, but she 
never used it. During the night she 
slept in a coffin to remind herself 
that she had to die. 

“When Mariana was thirsty, she 
would sit in a patio and watch the 
running water, but not take a drink, 
so that she might offer it up for 
the love of God. 

“In the holy pictures of the Bless- 
ed Mariana de Jesus, she is always 
shown holding a lily, as a symbol 
of her purity, and in remembrance 
of a miracle that was worked after 
her death. When her relations and 
friends began to pray to her after 
her death, she was not deaf to their 
petitions, but began to bestow her 
blessings and favors on them. 

“Her devotion is now wide spread. 

“A few years ago when I was in 
my last year of high school, we cele- 
brated the centenary of the death 
of Mariana de Jesus. I have never 
seen in all my life such an acclama- 
tion of joy as on that unforgettable 
day. 

“All the schools went on parade 
and each one had decorated a car 
With some symbolic aspects of the 
life of Mariana de Jesus, Xzucena 
de Quito. 

“Our school’s tableau represented 
Heaven. The Blessed Mother was 
talking to Mariana and there were 
angels guarding the Queen of Heav- 
en and her daughter. 

“In another car there was a very 
beautiful paper lily and in the midst 
of it was Mariana de Jesus. 

“All the communities, congrega- 
tions, universities, labor organiza- 
tions, took part in the parade. It 
started early in the morning and at 
noon everybody met at St. Francis 
Plaza and several notaries spoke, in- 
cluding the Bishop, the president, 
and many others. Finally we said 
the rosary together and had Bene- 
diction in St. Domingo’s plaza 
around five o’clock. 

“The parade was very impressive 
and we all prayed that God would 
permit Mariana de Jesus, the lily of 
Quito, to perform the miracle need- 
ed to canonize her. 

“A few months later, she per- 
formed her last miracle, and plans 
for her canonization were announc- 
ed. I am very happy to know that 
soon we shall have a special inter- 
cessor in Heaven, from Quito.”
